At  Christmas, 
accompanied  by  piano  and  drums,  they  offered  a  mini-program 
of  Moravian  and  other  unusual  carols  before  leading  spectators 
in  a  "sing-in"  of  traditional  Christmas  favorites. 

Choristers  may  repeat  the  course  three  times  for  a  total  of  three 
credit  points,  and  volunteers  who  enjoy  singing  but  don't  want 
to  be  committed  to  regular  attendance,  required  for  credit,  are 
welcome  to  attend  rehearsals  and  sing  along.
